The winners receive framed cer¬ 
tificates and Government Savings 
Bonds at the annual Alberta Week¬ 
ly Newspaper Association conven¬ 
tion, held in the fall. 

Four of the Junior Citizens of 
the Year from Calgary Power’s 
service area have won added ac¬ 
claim because of their heroic 
actions. 

A 1962 winner, Judith Walters 
of the Felger Colony of Hutterite 
Brethren of Lethbridge, was cit¬ 
ed In an article by W. 0. Mit¬ 
chell in a national Canadian mag¬ 
azine for her endeavors towards 
integration of the Hutterite child¬ 
ren in our public school system. 

Lynda Dann of Vulcan, a 1964 
winner, won her award for rescu¬ 
ing a 10-year-old friend from 
drowning. Lynda was presented 
with the Mountbatten Medal by Ad¬ 
miral of the Fleet, the Earl of 
Mountbatten of Burma, when he 
visited Canada recently. Lynda’s 
citation calls it “the most meritor¬ 
ious rescue of the year”. 

. .Two 1965 winners have also re¬ 
ceived accolades for their con¬ 
tributions to their communities and 
families.

In 1966 
she won two firsts and a second 
at the Edmonton Musical Festi¬ 
val. She also won a $50 scholar¬ 
ship from an Edmonton radio sta¬ 
tion, and an additional $90 scholar¬ 
ship to the Banff School of Fine 
Arts. 

Doris Pollard of Chip Lake won 
a Calgary Power Special Award 
when she rescued her brothers and 
sisters from their burning home. 
She was presented with an award 
by Lt.-Governor Grant MacEwan 
on behalf of the Royal Humane 
Society. Doris performed this he¬ 
roic rescue when she was just 
four years old.

As we enter 1967, I welcome the 
opportunity on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta to extend to all 
citizens of this province sincere 
best wishes for a happy, prosper¬ 
ous and, above all, purposeful New 
Year. 

Nineteen sixty-six was a year of 
substantial progress marked by 
advances in almost every phase Of 
ou provincial economy as Alberta 
maintained its enviable record of 
growth and social progress. To a 
large degree this favorable posi¬ 
tion was the direct result of the 
progressive and united efforts of 
all our people and the continued 
orderly development of our diversi¬ 
fied natural resources. 

The 1966 crop year established 
new records with world demands 
assuring ready sales. Income from 
cattle sales increased substantial¬ 
ly, offsetting a drop in hog mark¬ 
etings. Prospects for the livestock 
industry in 1967 are favorable. 

The most serious problem con¬ 
fronting agriculture continues to be 
steadily rising capitai and operat¬ 
ing costs which are not being off¬ 
set by a comparable increase in 
farm income. 

Mineral production in 1966 ex¬ 
ceeded that of the previous year 
and should continue to increase 
steadily throughout 1967. 

The construction industry show¬ 
ed marginal gains with sharp re¬ 
ductions in the value of permits 
for industrial and commercial 
buildings offset by the increased 
value of institutional-type con¬ 
struction. 

Shortages of qualified personnel 
in some occupations tended to 
peak in periods of brief duration 
and no serious delays resulted. 

Labcr-management relations in 
Alberta have remanied generally 
good in contrast to widespread 
work stoppages in other areas of 
the country. Both labor and man¬ 
agement deserve commendation 
for the sense of responsibility they 
have demonstrated in this regard. 

The new year takes on added 
significance because it marks our 
national centenary. Canadians have 
achieved much for which they can 
be grateful during their first cent¬ 
ury of nationhood. Our second 
century will hold many new chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities and at 
the same time will make Stern de¬ 
mands on our abilities to resolve 
the major national problems con¬ 
fronting us at the present time. 

We cannot ignore the serious 
implications of rising prices, spir¬ 
alling costs, pyramiding debts, 
growing government deficits and 
the steady increase in the burden 
of taxation. Nor can we ignore 
the widespread public frustration 
and concern created by national 
political confusion and the parlia¬ 
mentary instability that has mark¬ 
ed the past year. 

These problems must be faced 
and solved as we enter our sec¬ 
ond centenary of nationhood. With 
clearly defined national objectives, 
Canada can move forward into a 
new year and our second century 
with confidence.

“Punk Wearing An RCMP Hat" 

When I bought Greenhorn Farm, and 
moved here a few months ogo, I made o deal 
with myself to stop letting world affairs both¬ 
er me, and to talk and write, instead, about 
the pleasures and miseries of life on the farm;

the crowd." 

The punk had stolen an RCMP hat and 
was parading around with it defiantly. When 
he was being hauled to the paddy wagon the 
crowd made its silly jibe of 'police brutality'. 
They were all on the side of the punk, or at 
least the vocal ones were. 

This recent riot follows close on the heels 
of a Hallowe'en ruckus in North Vancouver 
and general Hallowe'en vandalism through¬ 
out the lower mainland of B. C. In each case, 
on open line broadcasts and elsewhere, the 
punks had a surprisingly large backing of 
supporters who thought it was all mere “ani¬ 
mal good spirits" and "a release of energy" 
and the like.

Freezing Christmas Extras 

H you stocked too many sup¬ 
plies for the holiday season, freeze 
portions of it and you’ll have it 
on hand for future occasions. 


Nut meats, any variety, may be 
packed tightly in moisture proof 
vapor proof cartons and kept suc¬ 
cessf ully In freeaw storage for sev- 

AH candy 'Will keep for as long 
as a year In the freezer if they 
are fresh when frozen and if the 
package is carefully wrapped. It 
is best to pack home-made candy 
in a box, with waxed paper be¬ 
tween the layers before wrapping 
it. Pudge, divinity and fondant, will 
defrost at room temperature in 10 


to.,20 minufos. Peanut brittle, tof¬ 
fee, caramels and ether hard can¬ 
dies take from 20 to 30 minutes 
to thaw. Chocolates will not turn 
gray as they often do at room 
temperature. 

Cigarettes will remain fresh and 
moist if frozen. They should be 
thawed at room temperature 

Potato chips keep their crisp¬ 
ness and flavor well in freezer 
storage. 

Did a friend present you with a 
fruit cake for Christmas? Fruit 


cakes freeze very well. Hap 
should be wrapped in polythene or 
foil and are thawed unwrapped. 
Storage time in the fresher may 
be up to one year. 

Baked cookies may be wrapped 
in polyethylene bags or square car¬ 
tons for up to a period of six 
months. Thaw at room tempera¬ 
ture in unopened package to pre¬ 
vent sogginess. Then cookies may 
be opened immediately and set 
out. 

Plum pudding and other steam¬ 
ed puddings may be frozen suc¬ 
cessfully. To reheat foe paddings 
for serving, place them while still 
frozen, or after thawing, in a 
steamer and heat to serving tem¬ 
perature. 

Is there mince pie you’d tike to 
use at a future date? Our pwnd- 
mothers baked several weeks’ win¬ 
ter supply of mince pies and froze 
them on the back porch or in the 
attic. Mince pies are excellent for 
freezing. To fneeae, protect the 
top with a paper plate or pack¬ 
age in cartons. They should be 
wrapped in moisture proof vapor 
proof material. Baked pies may be

Pies can be stored in the freezer 
for a maximum length of six 
months.

. . . about the flowers 
that beautify Alberta's 
public buildings at 
special events in mid¬ 
winter? 

It’s summer all year ’round 
in the Provincial greenhouses 
maintained by the Alberta 
Department of Public Works 
and it’s here that plantswhich 
bloom at different times of 
the year are specially raised 
in preparation for specific oc¬ 
casions such as the opening 
of the legislature for Christ¬ 
mas. By some green-thumb 
magic, plant growth is 
speeded up or retarded to 
allow their blooming to coin¬ 
cide with the special event. 
The greenhouses are also the 
source of seedlings for the 
flowerbeds decorating Pro¬ 
vincial buildings all ov'r Al¬ 
berta. Over a quarter of a 
million plants are grown here 
ever year. 



Homesteading is still very 
much alive in our Province, 
sustained by an average of 
more than 1,000 applications 
for land received each year 
by the Lands Division, Al- 
lierta Department of Lands 
and Forests. Under home¬ 
steading regulations a man 
can purchase land at the

ment. He doesn’t start pay¬ 
ing taxes or payments on the 
land until the beginning of 
the fourth year. In return for 
these advantages, the home- 
deader agrees to cultivate a 
minimum of 40 acres per 
quarter section within four 
ytars and to establish resi¬ 
dence on (ho property for at 
least 12 months to qualify 
for tit’s. • 



...what precautions are 
taken to provide im¬ 
mediate treatment of 
accidental poisoning? 

Every general hospital in Al¬ 
berta has a poison control 
centre where information of 
poisonous substances is im¬ 
mediately available to the 
family doctor, the hospital 
nurse or, in emergencies, to 
parents. Maintained by the 
I )epart inent of Public Health, 
these centres have a quick 
reference system which pro¬ 
vides details on whether or 
not a substance is poisonous 
and, if so, what the active 
poisonous material is and 
what can be done about it. 
In addition to these poison 
control centres, poison infor¬ 
mation centres are located in 
Calgary and Edmonton, 
where information on special 
treatment of unusual jioisons 
is immediately available to 
doctors or hospitals.

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

Federal Medicare Act 

The Medicare bill as passed by 
the House of Commons on Decem¬ 
ber 8, 1966, has now received Roy¬ 
al Assent and is now the law of 
the land, but will not be put into 
operation before July, 1968. 

The principal provision of the 
Act is to pay half the cost of in¬ 
surance plans set up by the prov¬ 
inces. The province is responsible 
for health plans under the Brit¬ 
ish North American Act. Before a 
provincial plan can qualify for 
the 50 per cent federal assist¬ 
ance, the provincial law on medi¬ 
care must satisfy the following 
criteria, as set forth in clause 
four, section one: 

<a) “The plan is administer and 
operated on a non-profit bas¬ 
is by a public authority ap¬ 
pointed or designated by the 
government of the province 

fb) “The plan provides for and 
is administered and operat¬ 
ed so as to provide for the 
furnishing of insured servi¬ 
ces upon uniform terms and 
conditions to all insurable 
residents of the province . . .’ 
icj “The number of insurable 
residents of the province 
who are entitled under the 
plan to insured services is 
not less than 90 per cent of 
the total number of insur¬ 
able residents of the prov¬ 
ince — throughout the third 
and each subsequent year 95 
per cent.” 

(d) “The plan does not impose 
any minimum period of resi¬ 
dence or any waiting period 
in excess of three months 
before persons who are or 
become residents of the prov¬ 
ince are eligible to insured 
services . . .” 

When the Medicare bill was first 
introduced to the House of Com¬ 
mons, certain weaknesses were ap¬ 
parent. The Opposition moved sev¬ 
eral amendments, but each was 
ruled out of order by the Speak¬ 
er. These amendments were de¬ 
signed to have included in the 
insured services not only medical 
doctors, but also those of optomet¬ 
rists, pediatrists, chiropractors, 
dentists and others. 

The debate continued for seven 
days and finally, on the seventh 
day, the message got through. The 
Minister announced he was pre¬ 
pared to amend the Medicare bill. 
Under this amendment the Fed¬ 
eral government is now prepared 
to pay its contribution for any med¬ 
ical or para-medical service auth¬ 
orized by a provincial government 
in a provincial medical insurance 
plan. This amendment has met the 
most of the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive criticisms, and has placed the 
responsibility for medical services 
right back where it belongs—un¬ 
der the British North American 
Act, with the governments of the 
provinces. 

The next step in bringing medi¬ 
cal insurance to the people is up 
to the provinces to pass enabling 
legislation. 


In 1964, 4100 suggestions won 
$303,000 for people at General Mo¬ 
tors of Canada. Awards ranged 
from $15 to $6,000. Thirty-eight 
GM people each won more than 
$1,000 last year.

Nowhere else in North America 
today is there a city as vibrant 
and alive with the zeal and zest of 
accomplishment as Montreal—and 
a great deal of the credit for this 
dramatic development must be laid 
right at the doorstep of Expo.

The over 12,- 
000 Letter Carriers and 4,000 
Wicket Clerks are being requested 
to display the symbols on their 
uniforms throughout 1967.
